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TWENTIETH CENTURY CONVENTION 
OF THE IOWA ASSOCIATION FOR 
DEAF — MARRIAGE OF DEGEN- 
ERATES IN WISCONSIN. 
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Black diamonds are comparative- 
ly rare and correspondingly high 
priced. They are thee or four times 
as hard as the white ones, and fire 
cannot harm them, however great 
the heat, but if a drop of wal»r 
should touch them while heated, 
they will explode and leave nothing 
but a little heap of sand in their 
place. 

Their beauty is not remarkable, 
but on account of their extreme 
hardness th»y are invaluable for 
dressing surfaces impervious to the 
friction of any other material. 
The largest black diamonds are set 
in tho end of a round short liar of 
steel, with a handle of wood, and 
are used in dressing emery wheels 
that have lost their " triteness. " A 
black diamond is the only sub 
stance that will not bo ground away 
by contact with the emery surface. 

Black diamonds aie also used as 
points in scoring pencils which are 
used by sealars of weights and 
measures to mark glass receptaoles. 
They are used by dentists for drill- 
ing teeth before filling them with 
gold. Iu appearance they look 
more like a shining little splinter 
of iron, or grain of coal, than a 
precious gem, ami their chief mis- 
sion is a distinctly commercial and 
not an ornamental one

The next important matter to be 
considered is the date and place to 
hold the semi-centeunial conven- 
tion in 1904, to celebrate the semi 
centennial year of the establish- 
ment of the Iowa School for the 
deaf in Iowa City, by Ihe late Prof 
W. E Ijams. Now, in advance, 
we will suggest the place at Iowa 
City, where the school was first 
started, for such a celebration, and 
we will suggest the nomination ant 
election of Prof, now Rev J. J. Mid- 
dleton, the first pupil who entered 
the school, as President of the con- 
vention for the ensuing three years 
This would be doing justice aud 
great honoi to Iowa City, as the 
cradle of the school, and to Mr 
Middleton, as the first baby nursed 
in the cradle. 

He is the first confirmed mis- 
sionary among the deaf in Iowa, all 
worked out and secured by his own 
untiring efforts. It would be a 
deserving honor to elect him as the 
next President of the Iowa Associa- 
tion of the Deaf, commencing in 
1904, at the close of the fiftieth year 
of the Iowa School for the Deaf. 
The convention to be held at Du- 
buque next sumpier will see some 
struggles, revolution, of ideas, sug- 
gestions, opinions and stirring de- 
bates whieh will make it memor 
able. We hope all will have a 
happy and harmonious meeting.

social conditions, the social condi- 
tions are an outcome of vicious 
economic system, and the economic 
system is due to unequal privilege- 
conferring legislation. Under equi- 
table laws, which should favor 
no individual or class at the ex- 
pense of others, much of the de- 
terioration would in time disap- 
pear. The bill proposes to deal 
with effects instead of causes. 
Since tho advent of man upon 
earth, the law of "survival of the 
fittest" has prevailed It is ever at 
work, and in normal conditions, it 
would abolish degenerates, since 
they »re unfitted to survive. That 
it has not done so is due to the cir- 
cumstance that in all civilized na- 
tions poverty and crime-begetting 
economic systems are producing 
degenerates, or so-called degener- 
ates, faster than thenatural law can 
remove rhem. Under such a law, 
how could ignorant or uneducated 
deaf-mutes in the State secure a 
permit to marry under the examina- 
tion of tho State Board of Physi- 
cians? Such persons would be held 
under moral deterioration and be 
refused a riermit, and so it would 
be impossible for another class to 
secure a permit on account of 
poverty and impossibility to support 
a family. If the Board of Physi- 
cians considered the persons fit sub- 
jects for marriage, and able to sup- 
port a family, they would grant 
them a permit to secure a license to 
many. Another promised law lor- 
bids wedding ceremonies to be 
performed on Sabbath days and 
licenses must he procured five days 
i.efore tho»w»»'i i»i ii fremon v can

moral degenerates may he. statutory pro- 
hibition of such unions would result in im- 
morality.

Idiots, insane and iguorant, vicious 
drunken persons, ami other persons- 
unfit to be allowed marriage 
licenses. These persons must first 
be examined by a board of phy- 
sicians, before a marriage pormit 
will be allowed them. The: cannot 
secure a license without a permit 
from the board. Secret marriages 
without a license or permit will be a 
misdemeanor, aud punished.

City, Mrs E. Andrews of Chicago, 
and Prof. Charles Kerncy of 
Indianapolis, held services yesterday 
afternoon in St. Paul's Pro Cathe- 
dral, for the deaf-mutes of this city 
and Pasadena In an interesting 
paper Piof Kerney said: 

"Numerous stories and incidents 
about the life of Queen Victoria 
are . getting into print, and it is 
noticeable that all reveal a beauti- 
ful soul rich In rare kindness and 
generosity. She Seethes to have 
been really delighted to see others 
prosperous and happy, and the 
example of such a woman is of 
priceless value. Such noble women 
are a world-wide blessing." 

The speaker here gave an inci- 
dent in which he showed the queen's 
generosity to a deaf-mute, whose 
father once offered an umbrella to 
Victoria and her husband, who 
had been caught in the rain. 

Another anecdote told by Prof. 
Kerney was as follows: 

"Soon after the inauguration of 
the Deaf-Mute Institution at Edin 
burg, said to be t he most imposing 
school of the kind in the world — so 
that Queen Victoria expressed a 
desire lo purchase it for a royal 
residence — she took a party there 
for a visit. While going around 
the corridors of the institution the 
queen was accompanied by -the 
Prince of Wales (now king Edward 
VII) then a very little boy. The 
boy was anxious to look ont of the 
windows into the qua Iningle In the 
center of t he building, and in oider 
to do so he climbed up with his feet 
on the wainscot. The queen reprov- 
ed him for doing so, but shortly 
afterwards he repealed this, and the 
next time the queen to the surprise of 
the parly, gave I he prince a sound 
l»ox on the ear." — Los Angeles 
Krprcss, Jan. i'S.

The Louisiana School has fallen 
in line with other schools for the 
deaf, requiring the pupils to wear 
uniforms. We can se» nothing to 
commend the wearing uniforms by 
deaf pupils. The exeriment was 
tried at the Michigan school and 
here is what Bro. Clarke says of it : 
"We are among the schools which 
.have tried it for a while only lo 
discontinue its use. When we had 
decided to adopt the uniforms the 
announcement was hailed wiih 
delight. But stter the pupils had 
worn them a short while, they began 
to feel that the uniform classed 
them as inferior lo their hearing 
friends and began to look upon 
their dress as one of humiliation, 
protested against wearing them, 
and many parents of the pupils 
objected to uniforming their ehil 
dren Then, too, a soiled uniform 
is much more notice-ible than civil- 
ian dress."— Wisconsin Times. 

The editor is of the opinion that 
uniforms for our pupils are a good 
thing, for several reasons. Our 
boys are now wearing uniforms, or 
suits, made of cloth manufactured 
in Illinois to the order of Ibis in- 
stitution, and every suit is cut to 
individual measure and 
order in accoidance with 
lions furnished by the 
tendent. The quality of 
linings, etc , together with the work- 
manship and fit, being considered, 
the suits are furnished pupils at a 
very reasonable price 

The cloth is an all-wool, grayish 
blue, and the suits do not have the 
appearance of uniforms, particu- 
larly those worn by members of 
the mililia or civil officers. With 
these suits on our boys make a tine 
appearance and, all being dre-sed 
alike, theie are no heati-buins 
for the boy in ragged or ill-fitting 
clothes as he touches elbows with 
the sou of a rich or well-to-do 
parent who dresses his boy in the 
best that can tie had. There is no 
line of distinction drawn by the 
pupils themselves, tun each is "the 
peer of every other" when it comes 
to dress. 

Another reason for our belief that 
uniforms are an advantage is that 
the pupils are more easily recogniz- 
ed by the people with whom they 
come in contact. When they enter 
a store in the city they are at once 
•eeogmzed as pupils of this School 
and are relieved of any embarrass 
ment in making their purchases; if 
crossing a street in front of an ap- 
poaching ear or vehicle they are 
at once known to the motorman or 
driver as pupils that canuot hear 
and are treated accordingly. 

It should be remembered thai 
these pupils are boys, devoid of hear- 
ing, and as sueh they are in need of 
all the cate and, protection that the 
wearing of these suits gives them. 
They are here under the care of I he 
superintendent of I h is School, who is 
held responsible for their safe-keep- 
ivg, and he should have the co-oper- 
ation of every paient and patron of 
the School iu his work of looking 
after tho welfare of his charges. 
We have heard no objection r-iised 
against uniforms by parents or 
friends of the School, and cannot see 
why any oue should say they are a 
detriment. Our pupils certainly 
make a better appearance and are 
more comfortably clad than be- 
fore the present plain uniform was 
adopted, and we have reason to be 
lieve that in several cases the uni- 
foini ha* saved the wearer's life. — 
New Era.

She also gave 
her a Bible with Ikt own name 
inscribed, " Victoria." 
* At her last visit, before {joint; to 
Balmoral, knowing she should 
never see her again in this world, 
the Queen b-nt down and kissed 
the dying woman and went down 
stairs. As though she bad forgot- 
ten something, the Queen returned,- 
bade her good -by again, kissed her 
once more, and left for Balmoral 
The deaf-muto was truried in <>s 
borne House churchyard .March 12. 
1874. Queen Victoria aided I'm 
socially the deaf woman's parents, 
of United means, till they died 
The Queen has patronized the 
numerous schools for the education 
of the doaf throughout her kingdom 
and empire on a lilrera! scale — with 
her own money. She seems to have 
derived m >re satisfaction from tin 
aid she rendered in private. Everj 
inei.|eitl, ufrcry bit of light thrown 
upon ^BW^Jia racier, shows her t< 
haVM lieeri^varm and sunny and 
full of sympathy.
